ARE LATE;LAST 
YEAR'S LEGAL 


1928 Licenses • Good 
Until New Tags 
Are Received By 
Co. Treasurer. 


CHANGES 
MADE 


Hunting licenses will not be is­ 
sued until late this month or the 
first of September, according to in­ 
formation 
received 
by 
County 
Treasurer Samuel G. Spangler. 
The administrative code, in its 
amended form, names the 
secre­ 
tary of the departm ent of revenue 
as the officer who shall have juris­ 
diction in the issuance of hunters 
licenses 
and 
county 
treasurer 
forms. 
N. E. Slaybaugh has been 
appointed 
temporary 
agent 
for 
the department of 
revenue 
until 
his successor is named. 
It is expected 
that the licenses 
will be shipped from 
the distribu­ 
tion of documents department be­ 
fore September I. 
In the mean­ 
time applicants 
for 1929 licenses 
may use their 192H 
license 
and 
tag to hunt 
unprotected animals 
or birds, or any 
game in season. I 
In event the applicant did not take 
out a license last year, or has lost 
or discarded it, the county treas­ 
urer is authorized to issue a cer­ 
tificate or receipt which can be car- I 
ried in lieu of a 
regular license. 
Upon receipt of the 
licenses the j 
county treasurer may mail the li­ 
cense to applicants. 
Male deer with two or more ] 
points on an antler may be shot. 
Only one may be shot by a hunter. 
If sportsmen are 
hunting in a 
party or camp, six may be killed. 
The season is from December I to 
December 15. 
The season for 
squirrels 
and 
rabbits is from November 
I 
to 
November 30. 
Six 
squirrels a 
day, 2 0 for the season are allowud. 
Five rabbits a day and 30 for the 
season are permitted. 
Any number of blackbirds may 
be killed from August I to Novem­ 
ber 30. 
Ducks may be killed at the rate 
of 15 a day, 60 a season. The sea­ 
son is from October I to January 
15. 
All camps or parties hunting in 
unison for large game must keep a 
record giving the 
name, address 
and license number of all persons 
hunting with that party.

Around the reservoirs the city 
has planted trets, so that they ha vt 
become favorite picnic grounds for

At t*fo» Ashokan and

countryside. 
Seventeen dams, IS laker, and 15 
reservoirs are linked in the chair 
that supplies New York with 
an 
average of more than 800,000,000 
gallons of water daily. 
The most marvelous part of this 
system, perhaps, is that which can­ 
not bq seen. 
For under the miles 
of green 
landscape and through 
the mountains are enormous tun­ 
nels that finally drop 1,155 feet

Hudson river. 
Rising again, they 
branch out 200 
feet below the 
rocky crust of Manhattan, where 
the flow is tapped by the city’s 
mains. 
This system, on which $187,000,- 
tiOO has been spent, is a develop­ 
ment of more than 30 years. And 
it still is growing. 
The next ex­ 
tension will draw from the Dela­ 
ware river basin additional water 
to be piped under the Hudson and 
mingled with the Catskill waters. 


Engineering Feat 
With its great dams and reser-

Nor does this include the Long 
island wells, which supply Brook­
